Yesterday we gave yuu a fow facts regarding the caosea leading 
up to tbe proaent ontrovaray. Today, we aball preeent acme oaore. 

Daring tbe time tbe nataral gaa agitation waa on, in 1906> tbe 
city decided to do sonTe brick, paving, and right here tbe MayHville 
Street Railroad and Transfer Conipany enters into the trouble, althou^^h, 
aa ia very well known, it and the Mayaville Gaa Company had end 
have no oiBoial connection whatever. 



The city sought competent engineering advice and drew op apMl- 
Hcations calling for an ordinary Urick pavement." 

Now, inasmuch as its contract with the city compels it to keep 
the pavement between its rails in repair, the Trolley company was con* 
aiderably intereated in the chantotet of tbe pavein^nt to be laid. 

It aoggeated other and better apeeificationa wbicb the city 
finally accepted. 

An ordinance was drawn up, providing for the necessary bond 
issue and the cost of the paving was a-ssessed against the owners of the 
abutting j)r()j)city, in acconlHiice with the State statute. 

Then, an atteiii|)t was made by the city to compel the Tr<>lley 
company to stand a proportion of the expense of paving. 

The oempany'a contract conHtined no each proviaioft aod, cooaa* 
qneotly and very naturally, the company refoted to pay. 

Then the city brought suit. 

It was agreed at the time, by both imrfies to tbe ac»ii»o,. tfiaf it 
would bo well to have this «|ue-tti()n stjtileii for all time. 

After carrying tho matter all tbe way up to the Court of Ap- 
peals, the con)pany winning in tbe lower courts, the suit was floally de- 

c\(\vx\ Hgainst tbe city .
